Wherein said downlQading qf sqjd encrypted ej ectronip infQ rmgtiQn in conjunction with 
said delivery of said second security key enable a replacement of electronic information 
stored in said terminal with corresponding decrypted information obtained from said 
decryption component from decrypting said encrypted electronic information using said 
resident security key and said delivered non-resident security key . 

Claim 2 (original): A system according to claim 1 wherein said encrypted electronic 
information is in the form of packs, said packs comprising a full set of files for updating 
said terminal's software. 

Claim 3 (currently amended): A system according to claim 2 and further 
comprising a communications link between said host component and said receiving 
component wherein said communications link comprises a cable coupled to parallel 
ports of said host component and terming said receiving component, said receiving 
component comprising terminal drivers and said host component comprising host 
drivers: and , wherein said delivery means comprises an electronic security key. 

Claim 4 (currently amended): A system according to claim 3 1 wherein said 
encrypted electronic information comprises at least one next version security key, 
wherein said first resident key is replaced bv said next version key and used by said 
decryption component in decrypting a next encryption version of electronic information 
to be received later bv said receiving component ass i gn e d b i t i nformati on ass o ciat e d 
w i th a ne xt v e rs i on ele ct roni c k e y, sa i d bit infor m a ti on b e ing for l at e r use with said 
d eli v e ry m e ans t o de l i v e r sa i d ot her s e cur i ty k e y for us e b y sa i d d e cryption compone nt 
i n d e crypt i ng a n e xt v e rs i on of e nc r y p t e d e l e ctronic informat i on . 

Claim 5 (original): A system according to claim 4 wherein said cable is wired to 
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provide crossed control lines and bidirectional communications for data transfer. 

Claim 6 (original): A system according to claim 5 wherein said electronic security 
key is configured for providing means for decrypting an encrypted master reset 
component in said terminal. 

Claim 7 (original): A system according to claim 6 wherein said electronic security 
key comprises information usable by said terminal to distinguish the electronic 
information version that different electronic keys are configured for. 

Claim 8 (original): A system according to claim 6 wherein said delivery means 
comprises a secure network. 

Claim 9 (original): A system according to claim 8 wherein said network is a wide 
area ethernet network. 

: Claim 10 (original): A system according to claim 4 wherein said files are stored in said 
terminal in nonvolatile memory following decryption of said packs.

Claim 12 (currently amended): A method for securely downloading encrypted 
electronic information from a host device to a gaming terminal,, through a 
communicatio n s link b e tw ee n sa i d ho st d e v i c e and sa i d t e rmi n a l , w h er e by said t e rminal 
compr i s e s a d e cryption c o mpo ne nt configured f o r d e cry p t i ng, said encrypted electronic 
information being encrypted by us i n g at least two security keys, at least a first one sa i d 
key bemg of said security kevs being resident in said terminal and at least anoth e r sa i d 
a second key of said security keys being non-resident in said terminal and s eparately 
delivered to said terminal apart from said encrypted electr onic information being 
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d eli v e r e d to said termina l at th e- - tim e- of sa i d down l oading, and wh e r e by said 
downloading fac i l i tat e s a r e placem e nt of e l e ctronic i nformat i on stor e d i n sa i d t e rmi n a l

Claim 13 (original): A method according to claim 12 whereby said encrypted 
electronic information is in the form of packs, said packs comprising a full set of files for 
updating said terminal's software. 

Claim 14 (currently amended): A method according to claim 13 whereby said 
communications l ink c omp ris e s a cab le coup lech to p a r a lle l p orts of s a id host and 
t e rmina l a n d said delivering comprises providing a physical electronic security key to 
said terminal. 

Claim 15 {currently amended): A method according to claim 14 whereby said 
encrypted electronic information comprises at least one next version security key,

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decryption component in decrypting a next encryption version of electronic information

Claim 20 (original): A method according to claim 19 whereby said network is a wide 
area ethernet network. 

Claim 21 (new). A system according to claim 4 wherein said encrypted electronic 
information comprises assigned bit information associated with at least one next version 
security key, said bit information being for later use with said delivery means to provide 
a replacement first resident security key and/or a replacement second non-resident 
security key to replace one or both of said first resident security key and said second 
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non-resident security key for use by said decryption component in decrypting a next 
encryption version of electronic information. 

Claim 22 (new): A method according to claim 15 whereby said encrypted 
electronic information comprises assigned bit information associated with at least one 
next version security key, said bit information being for later use with said delivery 
means to provide a replacement first resident security key and/or a replacement second 
non-resident security key to replace one or both of said first resident security key and 
said second non-resident security key for use by said decryption component in 
decrypting a next encryption version of electronic information.
